The resulting ¢ itis may extend 
upward until it reaches the kidney. 

A differentiation should be made between the prostate which is 
‘congested and that which is inflamed; in the latter case, prostatits ot 
inflammation of the prostate, may be said to be present. 

The treatment to be used must necessarily depend upon the indi- 
vidual case. When the obstruction at the neck of the bladder is not 
pronounced, such measures as the application of heat, massage, and 
the adoption of a better diet, following a short fast, may produce satis- 
factory relicf. Heat may be applied at home through the use of the hot 
Sitz bath, or through using rectal irrigations, allowing the warm wutel 
to run in.and out. Electrical heat as secured by the use of the diatheriny 
is an effective treatment in many cases; however, this treatment 1s te 
be obtained in a doctor’s office, as also is massage of the gland. The 
bladder irritation will often yield to copious water drinking, early u 
the day, which dilutes the fluid contained in the bladder, 

Severe cases are best handled through surgery, whereby a portio& 
of the prostate gland is removed; or, if an operation is contraindicated 
by estheterization. 

In a percentage of cases, the patient with a prostatic involvement 
hecomes irritable or mentally depressed or may lack confidence ot 
become prone to worry. Fortunately, these symptoms disappear when 
the prostate is relieved. 

A careful examination is required when the prostate is suspected 
of causing distress and the diagnosis should not be given hastily, but 
should only be made after all of the findings of the examination have 
been considered.

was a year of 
restricted diet for many thousands 
of people. Not for just a few days 
before the big feast days of the 
year, but week in and week out. 
The government’s health rec- 
eras for the population at large 
enly go back to 1921. That year, 
come to think of it, was also the 
year when General Lord designed 
the first budget for the mainte- 
mance of the government itself. 
We are a rather haphazard peo- 
ple at best, but we are learning. 
Here is an all-important state- 
eee to be made for the year just 
past. 


Lost Less Time 


During 1934 the workers of our 
country lost less time because of 
sick periods, lasting eight days or 
longer, than they had lost in any 
year since the records were set up. 
In a survey of approximately 175.- 
000 male industrial workers it was 
found they missed a third less 
time last year than in 1929. 

This situation may have been 
influenced by competition or by 
danger of losing a job; there is no 
way to tell that. The fact remains 
that these men were physically 
able to keep on at their work. 

The average of week-long ill- 
nesses per thousand men dropped 
from 112 in ’29 to 78 Jast year. 
The average for the four years, 
1929-33, was 96 who stuyed out for 
any time over a week. 

The statistician, Dean K. Brun- 
dage, says, “It is apparent that 
the increase in industrial activity 
Since ’32 has not been associated 
thus far with any increase in the 
frequency of cases of disabling ill- 
ness of eight days or longer.” 

These facts are taken from the 

compiled figures of thirty-seven 
industrial sick-benefit organiza- 
tions reporting. 
Influenza. these figures say, al- 
ways one of the worst foes of em- 
ployment stability, showed the 
lowest figures since 1921. Even on 
@ percentage ratio to the total 
sickness, the influenza rate had 
geen cut almost to half. 


Want Their Benefits 


Here is another interesting fact 
that tells its own story. In the 
agencies which underwrite a bene- 
fit period of only thirteen weeks 
the average sick leave was thirty- 
seven days, but where the benefits 
were continuous, employes aver- 
aged forty-three days per sickness. 
This means not only that most 
people want to get the best return 
possible on premiums paid, but 
also that the state of physical 
well-being actually allowed them 
to return to work in the shorter 
period. 

To make this an appropriate 
Thanksgiving preachment we need 
to recall that the years upon 
which this survey was based saw 
more curtailment of food budgets 
than any like period since the 
war, and then we were more re- 
stricted in certain items than in 
the entire amount. 

The medical profession agrees 
we find more diseased conditions 
frowing out of over-eating in gen- 
eral and special dietary indul- 
gences than of any other reason. 
We could go further and sav 
one of our chief handicaps in 
handling cases at large comes 
from the difficulty of having the 
proper diet limitations observed.

Potatoes Afford Chances 


For Many

REPARED as a main dish, 

boiled in soups, or baked or 
boiled in their jackets, potatoes 
are a stock food in many lands. 
Potato soups are sturdy fare in 
France and Ireland. In Denmark 
the potato is converted into pan- 
cakes and served hot from the 
griddle with sausage, bacon, or 
fat ham. 

The Swiss cook bakes potatoes 
for a favorite dish, then removes 
the pulp from the skins and beats 


it until fluffy with melted butter, 
hot milk, 


and -grated Gruyere 
cheese. Into the skin of each po- 


tato goes an egg. The creamy po- 
tato 


mixture is then pressed 
through a pastry bag into the 
shells and returned to the oven 
until the egg is set and the potato 
golden brown and crusty. 

In our own country the potato 
is best liked boiled and mashed, 
and then whisked toa fluffy white 
mass with scalded milk and but- 
ter, and served along with a roast 
or fried chicken. French-fried po- 
tatoes, golden-crusted and flaky, 
are a close second. Prepared in 
this way and served with broiled 
steaks or chops they delight the 
masculine appetite. 

The baked potato, popped open 
at the top and oozing butter, and 
potatoes scalloped in miik are too 
well known to need description. 
However you serve it, the potato 
never loses its hardy individual 
flavor. Here are recipes that may 
be unfamiliar to you. 

Mashed Potato Cake 


Cream together well 2 cups 


brown sugar and 1 cup butter and 4j7 


add gradually the yolks of 4 eggs. 
1 cup sweet milk and 32 cun 
mashed potatoes: Blend thorough- 
ly and add \2 square melted choc- 
olate and 2 cups flour that have 
been sifted with 2 teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, 1 teaspoon each cin- 
namon and nutmeg and !5 tea- 
spoon ground cloves. Add 1 cup 
chopped nuts and fold in the beat- 
en whites of the 4 eggs. Bake ina 
greased square pan or in layers in 
a moderate oven about 40 minutes 
or until done. Cover thickly with 
mocha frosting. 
Potato Pancakes 


Wash, peel and grate 6 medium 
sized potatoes. Add 2 tablespoons 
flour, 2 eggs well beaten, 1! tea- 
spoons salt, 2 tablespoons meltee 
butter, 1 tablespoon milk and 1 
teaspoon grated onion. Mix well. 
Heat 4 tablespoons fat in a heavy 
frying pan. Drop in tablespoons 
of the potato mixture. Fry until 
golden brown on both sides. Stack 
three of these together, spreading 
creamed*: cheese or creamed 
chipped:beef between them.
